BELFAST, Aug. 15.-—Disorders 
were renewed over the week-end, 
the most serious being a fight 
early Saturday for possessioh of 
a military airplane which, having 
left Fermoy with dispatches, was 
forced to land between Killarney 
and Tralee. Official accounts say 
one soldier was killed, that four 
of those who attacked the plane 
were killed and that three attack- 
ers were wounded.

ROAD BUILDING. 


Operations Under Federal 
| Law Are Extensive. 
Government's Greater 

Than Cost of Canal. 


Construction Under More 
Competent ‘Supervision. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The 
unprecedented stimulus given high- 
Way construction in the United 
States in the four years since the 
Federal government started aiding 
road improvements is shown by the 
fact that road operations under the 
Federal Aid Road Act, thus far ini- 
tiated aggregate in length nine times 
the distance from New York to San 
Francisco, according to Thomas H. 
MacDonald, Chief of the Bureau of 
Public Roads, United es De- 
partment of Arigculture. 

The Federal government's share in 
this undertaking is greater than the 
cost of the Panama Canal. The 
Participation of the government 
in highway improvement marked a 
departure from a policy which’ had 
been followed for nearly a century. 

Federal co-operation with the 
States on approximately an even 
basis, has counted more than any 
other factor, says Mr. MacDonald, 
in initiating highway construction 
under adequate supervision, and in 
jaccord with a program co-ordinating 
local, State and national needs. 
Second only in importance to the 
‘size of the present road building 
program, is the excellence of the 
character of the roads being built. 
Sixty per cent of the total allotment 
of Federal funds which have been 
approved to date, will be spent for 
roads of such durable 
bituminous concrete, 
ment concrete and vitrified brick. 
These roads when built will in- 
crease by 7600 miles the total of 
14,409 miles of road of this class 
which existed before the Federal aid 
road law was passed. But these fig- 
vres by no means represent the total 
mileage affected. 


EXPENDITURES SHOW GAIN. 
In 1915 the total expenditures for 
roads and bridges by all the States 
and local governments was $267,- 
¢00,000, while this year the esti- 
mated funds available for main road 
construction are nearly three times 
that amount, or $633,000,000 in all. 
Federal funds to ‘the amount of 
$26€,750,000 have apportioned 
among forty-eight States. 

One of the early and far-reaching 
results directly attributable to the 
jadoption of the Federal aid program 
was the creation of adequate State 
highway departments in seventeen 
States, which previously had either 
no State department or departments 
insufficiently equipped. Within one 
year after the passage of the Fed- 
eral Aid Road Act more construc- 
tive State highway legislation was 
placed upon the statute books than 
— — been enacted in a similar 
pe 


UNDER SKILLED DIRECTION 
The insistence of the government 
upon the construction of Federal 
aid roads under the supervision of 
engineers of the State Department, 
has resulted in placing a larger pro- 
portion of road work under skilled 
direction. In 1915, the year before 
the Federal Aid Act was passed, only 
30 per cent of the mon for roads 
and bridges duilt in the United 
States was expended under the su- 
pervision of State Highway Depart- 
ments. 

This year these departments win 
exercise control over fully 80 per 
cent of the sums to be spent for 
road building. 

The Federal Ald Act requires that 
road projects for Federal aid be 
initiated by the States. 

MANY PROJECTS STARTED. 
Up to June 30, 1920, 2985 projects 
involving 29,319 miles of road had 
mn approved by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. The preliminary esti- 
mate of the cost of these projects is 
approximately $384 £00,000, of which 
approximately $163,341,000 will be 
approved as Federal aid. On the 
same date 2116 projects, repre- 
senting approximately 15,944 miles 
had either been completed or were 
under construction. The estimated 
total cost of these projects is $200,- 


000,000.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Rail- 
road traffic experts believe increased 
passenger and Pullman rates will in 
no way diminish tourist travel to 
Califo They point to the ex- 
perience of English railroads, where 
passenger rates have been in- 
‘creased 200 per cent above the pre- 
war prices and it is even now 
most impossible to get accommo- 
dations except by applying for them 
long ahead of the time required. 

During the Federal Railroad Ad- 
ministration, when a charge was 
made for occupying Pullman space 
in addition to the cost of the Pull- 
man ticket, these appeared no de- 
crease in the demand for accom- 
modations. 

In fact, railroad men are already 
deploring the tack of Pullman cars 
to care for the expected business 
to California next winter. During 
the last three years there have been 
no new Pullmans built and now the 
country is short several hundred. 

If anything would tend to cut 
down the annual exodus to Califor- 
nia it will be the fear of a gasoline 
shortage, railroad men. They

PERPLEX MANY. 


Some Retailers Discover They 


Are Also Manufacturers. 


Other Unpleasant News Told 
by Collector’s Men. 


How Uncle Sam Got a Share 
of Ticket Sale 


If you see a tired, overworked 
worried-looking individual wander- 
ing along the street muttering vague, 
jumbled figured and words to him- 
self, do not call the police. Most 
likely, according to John P. Carter, 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Sixth District, whose office all week 
has been besieged with inquiries, 
protests and sighs of resignation, 
this individual! is a Los Angeles bust 
ness man trying vainly to figure out 
whether he isa wholesaler, a retailer 
or a manvfacturer, and whether 
Uncle Sam owns his business or he 
does. 

Mr. Carter suggests, if one does 
not understand the intricacies of the 
Interna] Revenue Act of 1918 and 
other acts relating to the collection 
of taxes for the government, to have 
one of his deputies explain whether 
he will be able to buy that new car 
this year or will have to put more 
oll and grease in the old flivver and 
peg along. In fact, it was suggested 
that persons engaged in buying; sel“ 
ing and making things count well the 
cost and delve into the internal rev- 
enue regulations to make sure 
whether Uncle Sam is likely to step 
in and declare a dividend out of their 
business. 


UNWELCOME DISCOVERY. 


A candy merchant in Santa Bar- 
bara is in a quandary as the result 
of an unannounced visit of Chief 
Field Deputy F. R. McReynolds. He 
knew little about the Internal Reve- 
nue Act. When the collector came 
he thought he was a manufacturer 
and could sell candy to himself at 
manufacturer's rates and pay tax on 
the manufacturers price only in- 
stead of the retail price as well. He 
learned that he was a retail mer- 
chant. his wholesale business being 
less than 51 per cent of all, and that 
he owes the United States $1600. The 
case is up for adjustment. 

A manufacturer is not such unless 
he finishes the article he starts out 
to make, according to the govern- 
ment regulations. Mr. Carter states 
that if taxpayers were cognizant of 
the laws and regulations there would 
be no need of the delinquent drives. 
His office is divided into two main 
divisions, the office division being 
under Chief Deputy Collector White 
and the field division under Chief 
Field Deputy McReynolds. The dis- 
trict covers the ten southern counties 
of California. 

Recently the manager of a large 
local department store discovered 
his establishment was in the manu- 
facturing business. For some time 
the store had been buying unfinished 
tennis rackets, finishing the making 
by adding the cross strings in the 
store. This made the store subject to 


ufactory. The government garnered 
in nearly $1000 as a result. 
TAX COMPLEXITIES. 

A number of local machine shops, 
garages and ‘repair shops, where un- 
finished pistons for automobiles were 
finished from rough making by ma- 
chining them to fit the engines, dis- 
covered last week that they had to 
pay the tax for the manufacture of 
the article. One such machinist had 
to pay a tax of $1000. 

A local store sold an employee a 
pair of shoes for $15, but did not 
collect the 50-cent excise dealer's 
tax. He and other merchants had to 
pay the government varying sums 
because of this oversight. 

A peculiar phase of the tax threw 
owners of local dance halis into 
mental somersaults. In many in- 
stances they sold tickets to dances, 
fixing the rate at 31 per couple, with 
“extra ladies free.“ They were ad- 
vised that by fixing the price at 11 
per couple they had also fixed the 
price for the free admissions at 50 
cents each and would have to pay 
the government 5 cents’ tax for each 
woman admitted free. As no count 
was kept of those admitted free they 
are reported to be figuring yet. 

If a municipality, or the State, 
charges an admission to a swimming 
pool, a tax, the same as that for 
amusements, hag to be collected for 
the government. | 

The wild stampede of ticket spec- 
@iators for the football game at the 
Pasadena Tournament of Roses. 
through slow but sure-working of 
the government machinery, hag re- 
sulted in several thousand dollars 
being recently paid into the United 
States Treasury by reason of the 
sale of scalpers' tickets. 

On the whole, the Collector's dep- 
uties are out td aid the taxpayers in 
understanding the regulations and 
will gladly take time to explain its 
intricacies. -

Both the Ctnsus 
Bureau and the Chamber of Com- 
merce investigations show that Los 
Angeles hag not only largely in- 
creased the number of industries, 
but its output has grown tre- 
mendously. 

The scope of industrial activity 
has been widened to include man 
new lines. In the past few mont 
the attention of manufacturers in 
established industrial cities of the 
East has been directed toward the 
advantages here, with the sult 
that ma large factories are like- 
lv to be built here soon. Several 
shoe manufacturers are planning to 
come to Los Angeles. 7 

Lists of industries compiled bv 
the Chamber of Commerce are sig- 
nificant. In the new list are found 
many products which were former-. 
ly not manufactured here. They 
include chemical products which 
were at one time made exclusively 
in Germany. 

Ever since the discovery of ana- 
‘line dyes it has been impractical 
to make them in this country, but 
they are now being turned out in 
commercial quantities in Los Ange- 
les. A center has deen created 
here for the manufacture of me- 
chanical appliances for the mo- 
tion-picture industry and new au- 
tomobile accessories are being 
turned out in large numbers. 


RUBBER AND GLASS. 


Taking the products of the city 
from A to Z. or, more correctly, 
from abattoirs to zinc shavings— 
for thus the list runs—Los Angeles 
industries now embrace many liner 
and products which are not gener- 
ally known to residents of the city. 
Very few people, comparatively 
speaking, wear or ask for Los An- 
geles-made rubber heels. In fact, 
the casual observer does not know 
that glass tombstones are made 
here or that it is possible to pur-

Production of women's wearing 
apparel has taken the most pro- 
nounced step forward. For years 
the only manufacturing done in the 
clothing line was confined to over- 
alls and shirts. Now knit and u 
underwear, blouses, house dresses 
and elaborate gowns and shoes are 
made here, as well as hundreds of 
other articles for milady. 


Auto accessories run a close sec- 
ond. Since the last industrial cen- 
sus was taken many different types 
of auto equipment have been manu- 
factured, Camp beds, theft-preven- 
tive devices and windshield attach- 
ments are but a few of the newer 
products and there has been a tre- 
mendous impetus in the manufac- 
ture of staple lines long made here. 

PERFUME, PHONOGRAPHS. 


Cosmetics, perfumes, toilet wa- 
ters and theatrical make-up are all 
belng made here in large quantities 
and recently a high-grade Parisian 
perfume hat found its way to the 
national market. 


Several brands of phonographs 
are being made here now, produc- 
tion starting since the war. Other 
musical instruments have been 
made here for years and all have 
recorded big progress within the 
past three years. 

Taking the industries of the city 
just as they come in the industrial 
listings. many new ones are found 
that were not included in the 
list. The new business in the new 
census includes abdominal support- 
ers, andirons, electrical annealing, 
agricuiturai implements, air brush- 
es, airplane engines, aluminum—

just past. in a long time. In 1885 the 
temperature reached 106 on en 
August day, and the August of 1915 
averaged 72.6 deg. in mean tempera- 
ture, but this year still has the plum 
for heat. ;

Unless 
the ballot is to be restricted to native-born 
Americans who have a definite and tangi- 
bie interest in the government its exten- 
sion will do no harm.

Mittee and himself a consistent champion 
of sex equality, places the proposition in 
the most coherent form in which it has

of public opinion on the campsign and its 
issues which will prove itself to be one of 
our largest national assets.” .

ORE WON'T WORKERS. 

The Mayor of Lawrence, Mass., must 
he sorry that he made that foolish cratk 
about goup kitchens and bread lines. It will 
be recalled that, exercising its right to con 
duct its business in the way which seems 
to it most desirable, the American Woolen 
Mills temporarily closed down. It was said 
that it did not pay to run the mills under 
the conditions existing at that time. The 
Mayor of Lawrence immediately became 
hysterical. He pleaded with the company 
to reopen the milis. He said many stories 
of sufferings had reached him and he feared 
the city might have to establish soup kitch- 
ens and a bread line. Such an appeal would 
have had force if there had been no chance 
of the men getting new jobs. But the Bos 
ton Transcript states that at the same time 
the Mayor was talking about stories of suf- 
fering, the farms of Northern New England, 
greater in aggregate number than all the 
employees of the American Woolen Mills 
in Lawrence, were suffering desperately for 
want of help. It declares the farmers are 
paying $5 a day for workmen, for a day of 
eight hours, and lodging and feeding the 
men, Yet in many instances, and certain. 
‘ly within a couple of hours’ ride from 
Lawrence, the farmers are unable to get 
any help although willing to take men here 
tofore unskilled in farm labor. One farm- 
er actually drove into town and sought to 
enlist mill workers to labor for him on the 
land. He offered to take them home with 
him. Did the prospective bread-liners jump 
at his offer? Not much. They all turned 
it down. The Transcript advises thé Mayot 
of Lawrence that soup houses are for men 
who cannot get work, not for those who 
will not work.

Mr. Arnold's 
report was made nine years ago following 
an exhaustive investigation. 


Mr. Arnold prefaces his report by saying 
that transportation of passengers and 
freight is the very lifeblood of a district 
and that hampering of this flow to any part 
of the community will result in restricted 
growth. He adds that there is nothing 
which will affect the cost of living more 
certainly than transportation and the wel- 
fare of the people of any district depends 
largely on their ability to secure adequate 
transportation at the minimum cost. Re- 
ferring to Los Angeles he says that ff public 
control of transportation facilities is intel- 
ligently and effectively directed, the ultimate 
result will be a great community stretching 
trom the mountains to the sea, populated by 
a prosperous people, enjoying the benefits of 
comfortable, rapid and efficient transpor- 
tation. 

Mr. Arnold's report deals in detail with 
the activities, growth and topography of 
Los Angeles and squarely states that the 
Plaza site is the one site, above any other 
that should be selected for a union terminal. 
Mr. Arnold states some of the reasons for 
selecting the Plaza site ag follows:

Should a private corporation fence off 
the fountain in Pershing Square for the 
purpose of breeding there some new- 
fangled species of Hawelian goldfish, it 
would legally be doing nothing more 4etri- 
mental to the public interest than is being 
done at Lippincott Canyon in the picnic 
grounds of Griffith Park. 

In the first case we all know how such 
4 proposal would be received. We should 
make sure that any infringement of the lib- 
erties of Griffith Park is accorded the same 
treatment.

The seriousness of these 
charges does not so much involve the in- 
dividual players or teams affected as it 
does the good name of the game itself. The 
suspicion of trickery, bribery and selling 
out will kin baseball as America’s favorite 
ot faster and more surely than anything 
e 

Baseball is clean and as such provides 
amusement for hundreds of thousands of 
fans annually. Year after year the attend- 
ance grows, because the breaks in the 
game give new thrills daily. They make 
the cellar champs have a good chance with 
the league leaders and leave the result 
uncertain until the third out in the ninth. 
From berating bleacherites to dignified box- 
seat spectators, every fan expects his home 
team to win. But win or lose, the game 
must be played on the square. The public 
will not stand for anything else. 

Few etandals of any consequence have 

been conmected with the game. In those 
few isolated cases the players under sus- 
picion have been dealt with summarily. 
Through this attitude of baseball officials 
confidence in the games fairness has been 
kept at a high level. Even in world series 
games, when the prolonging of a series 
would mean many thousand dollars to the 
players, there has neveg been a shadow of 
crooked work. Every player is in to win 
and this spirit of competition is the soul 
of the game.. 
. Give the fans the idea that a game is “on 
ice” before the batteries are announced and 
the turnstijes at the ticket boxes will grow 
rusty. Suspicion once formed is: hard to 
disprove and every error will become in 
the eyes of the fans a case of “laying 
down.” Every hit will mean that the pitcher 
has been bought. A bonehead play will be 
proof per se of bribery and corruption. 

Jones or Brown or Smith as an individual 
player is only a small part of the game, 
but a single gelling out in any instance 
besmirches the whole sport. Like a woman's 
reputation, the good name of baseball is

In the cases at Band, the important thing 
is to see that the crooked players are for- 
ever booted out of the game and that no 
cause for distrust in the honesty of the 
rest remains.

KINEMA FILM BRINGS POWER 
IN SENSATIONALISM. 


By Edwin Schallert. 


By what seemingly insignificant 
tricks are commonplace stories 
raised to the height of powerful 
drama! Mere circumstances, in- 
geniously employed, can turn the 
tritest theme into a glowing reveal- 


ing of life. 
Recall, for instance, that clever 
one-act play, “Trifles,” produced in 


vaudeville and Wich has since been 
presented twice at the Hollywood 
Community Theater. The whole force 
and impetus of ite vibrant denoue- 
ment are built out of minor facts and 
details; the whole weight of a dull 
domestic tragedy is thrust upon one 
through nothing more vital than a 
dead canary. 

“While New York Sleeps,” which 
is showing at the Kinema, might be 
the most ordinary and sordid story 
in the world, were it not for the em- 
phasis placed on the seemingly les- 
ser things. Viewed in a certain light, 
this Fox production is sordid, hor- 
ribly sordid, with all the dismal real- 
ism that might emanate from a 
Yet, so far as 
it is realistic, it is vivid. And so 
far as it makes much of the — 
circumstances and plot twists, it is 


great. 

It is in the final episode of the 
three which compose the picture that 
the clever technique becomes fully 
apparent. The first two episodes 
merely clear the way for the super- 
lative third. 

The first story is made up from 
the stock formula of the woman 
ing saved from her past through the 
intrusion of the burglar as fate's in- 
strument. The second, called “The 
Gay — * Way.“ is much better. It 
conce a badger game and has a 
neat O. Henry plot twist. 

But the third episode, laid amid 
the dregs of New York life, is pow- 
erful enough to stand alone. It is 
superheated in its intensity and 
combines the swift action of the 
older school of pictures with the 
modern technique of interpretation. 

The key to the third episede is 
furnished by the eyes of a paralytic. 
A man who can neit move nor 
speak—-who can only and hear, 
and whose one reason for going on 
living is his son and that son’s hap- 
piness. 

The boy is a weakling with a stout 
heart, we are told. He loves un- 
wisely. The woman wants strength 
where he could only give her gen- 
tleness. So when the man of brute 

er appears in the shape of an es- 
. 4 criminal she carries on & 
petty intrigue for his safety and 
finally offers him her body and soul. 

We deal with lower impulses in 
this plot to be sure, but that is not 
what counts. The essential thing 
is how the paralytic is used to pre- 
cipitate the catastrophe. 

Many will leave the theater dislik- 
ing the picture heartily because of 
its pornographic tinge, but no one 
can be oblivious efther to the power 
of the story’s handling or the super- 
or portrayals of Mare McDermott 
and Estelle Taylor. 

McDermott's delineation of the 
paralytic is one of the great events 
in the history of screen acting, espe- 
cially as it follows his very apt char- 
acterization of the detective in the 
second episode. 

Those old-time actors know their 
screen technique as few of a later 
era do, and a piece of work like 
MeDermott’s takes us back to a 
period when melodrama and action 
plays really had a greater punch than 
they have now. 

Estelle Taylor brings bold vigor 
to her splendid portrayal of the 
28 in the second episode, and the 
girl in the third. Harry Southern de- 
serves especial credit for his vivid 
portrayal of the son in the final 
tragedy. Earl _ Metcalf does an ex- 
cellent bit. 

“While New York Sleeps,’ does 
not reveal the pleasant side of life 
by any means, but for what it does 
unfold of sensational life on the 
canvas of the screen, it is one of the 
great photoplays. 


REGENERATION PLAY 
AT THE CALIFORNIA. 


There is quite a strong ascending 
inflection to the tone of the photo- 


tas this week at the California The- 
ater. Uplift drama is really some- 
what rare. and generally makes a 
strong plea for popular favor. Asa 
consequence, “The Great Redeemer,” 

produced under the supervision ot * 
Maurice Tourneur, with Clarence 
Brown directing, should meet with 
rather wide public approval, despite 
the fact it forces the issue at one 
or two points in the unfolding. The 
story and scenario were written by 
H. H. Van Loan. 

As a picture, “The Great Re- 
deemer,” might be described as one 
of the branches in the tree of re- 
g-neration that grew under the title 
of “The Miracle Man.“ The influ- 
erce for good is suggested, however, 
in this instance by a painting of the 
Eu vior, which brings a vision and 
penitence to a blasphemous and des- 
pairing criminal about to be hanged. 

At the opening, the story possesses 
all the distinguishing traits of the 
Average western. There is a train 
hold-up at the ay start, followea 
bu a pursuit over hill and through 
canyon, that provides for the chance 
meeting of the bandit hero and the 
Girl who later seeks hia reformation. 
His weakness for adventure is made 
the cause of his subsequent down- 
fall, the human motives being sug- 
gested very adroitly. 

The handling of the theme on the 
screen reveals the finer perception 
of photoplay values, even to the 
final subtitle, which, while it is not 
as convincing as might be, neverthe- 
less helps to save a rather arbitrary 
finish from becoming hopelessly 
cheap. 

The deepest human appeal in the 


picture lies in the girl's sublime 
faith in the man, and in his final 
realization of the higher lues in 


life through the good he does while 
in prison. 

While this picture may lack the 
heart-searching depth of thought. be- 
longing to its theme, its objective is 
elevated and, to a certain extent, in- 
spiring. 

The acting is far above the ordi- 
nary routine. Particularly notable 
ia the Dan Malloy of House Peters, 
who portrays a fineness of character 
alorg with his rollicking spirit of ad- 
venture th solutely suits the role. 

Marjorie makes an entirely 

lovabie heroine, and puts much real 
feeling into her interpretation. 
Joseph Singleton does a bit of 
amatic acting that has tremendous 
sweep. Jack MacDonald is capital as 
the Sheriff. The acting is really a 
large part of this picture. 
W. G. Stewart's ensemble has in- 
vaded the land of the Redman this 
week, ang it's hard to say whether 
the music or the effectiveness of the 
setting will prove the greater de- 
light for the audience. 

Cadman's “Sunset Trail,” is scarce- 
ly in his most spontaneous vein, but 
it is characteristic and clever. The 
setting is highly perfected.
